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1947 Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association was held in the 
old Club House at Pimlico, Tuesday, May 
6, 1947, following dinner at 7.00 P.M. Mr. 
Joseph F. Flanagan having resigned as 
President April 1, and Messrs. Adolphe 
Pons and Rigan McKinney, Vice Presi¬ 
dents, being absent, Mr. Janon Fisher, Jr., 
Past President, presided at the meeting. In 
all 175 members and guests were present. 

Guests of the association who were pres¬ 
ent included George P. Mahoney, Chair¬ 
man, H. Courtney Jenifer, member, and 
J. William Graham, Secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission; P. C. Turner, 
Chairman and John E. Clark, Field Secre¬ 
tary of the Maryland State Fair Board; 
Joseph M. Vial, Livestock Extension Spe¬ 
cialist, Department of Agriculture, Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland; Dr. A. L. Brueckner, State 
Veterinarian; Jerome Robinson and Ches¬ 
ter Tawney, Members of the House of Dele¬ 
gates, Maryland Legislature; Edward Cof¬ 
fey, Vice-President, Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau; John A. Healey, Vice- 
President, American Trainers’ Association; 
John A. Manfuso, Vice-President, and H. 
H. Ferguson, Executive Secretary, Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion; representatives of the four Maryland 
major Race Tracks and members of the 
Press. Mr. Fisher called the meeting to or¬ 
der, explaining the reason for his being in 
the chair. A resolution thanking Mr. 
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Joseph F. Flanagan for his two years of 
service as President of the association, of¬ 
fered by Mr. John A. Healey, and seconded 
by Mr. John P. Pons was unanimously 
passed, and the secretary was instructed to 
prepare such a resolution. Mr. Ray Watson 
offered a similar resolution in respect to 
the services of Mr. Adolphe Pons, who re¬ 
signed from the Board of Directors on ac¬ 
count of his health. This was seconded by 
Mr. Stryker and unanimously passed. On 
motion by Mr. Healey, seconded by Mr. 
Rockefeller, it was moved that the Asso¬ 
ciation express its appreciation of the work 
of the officers and office staff through the 
previous year. 

On motion by Mr. Headley, seconded by 
Mr. Bryson, the secretary was instructed to 
write the President of the Maryland Here¬ 
ford Breeders’ Association, thanking that 
organization for the excellent beef given by 
it for the dinner. 

On motion by Mr. Healey, seconded by 
Mr. Rockefeller, the reading of the min¬ 
utes of the last meeting was dispensed with. 

The chairman next called for reports 
from the various chairmen of the standing 
committees. Substituting for Mr. Pons, Mr. 
Fisher presented a very satisfactory report 
from the Sales Committee. Mr. G. L. 
Stryker, Chairman of the Registration 
Committee, reported that there had been 
about 250 registrations during the current 
year, and that all matters of registration and 
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bonus payments had been handled satisfac¬ 
torily as required by the Maryland Racing 
Commission. 

Mr. Straus reported on The Maryland 
Horse, citing figures as carried in the finan¬ 
cial statement. On motion by Mr. Bryson, 
seconded by Mr. Janney, the reports were 
adopted and ordered filed. 

Mr. Stryker, Secretary-Treasurer, pre¬ 
sented the financial statement of the asso¬ 
ciation, and also pointed out the growth in 
number of both Breeder-Owner and Asso¬ 
ciate members. A complete financial re¬ 
port of the association was presented, to¬ 
gether with the statement of the auditor 
Mr. John W. Crouch. On motion by Mr. 
Bryson, seconded by Mr. Healey, the report 
of the Secretary-Treasurer was approved. 

Next order of business was the election 
of the Board of Directors for the ensuing 
year. Mr. Fisher presented the report of the 
Nominating Committee and invited addi¬ 
tional nominations from the floor. No 
names being offered the chairman request¬ 
ed the members to mark their ballots from 
among the names presented.

The Field Secretary next offered a de¬ 
tailed report of the widespread activities of 
the association, citing particularly the de¬ 
velopment of the Maryland Breeders 
Stakes Series and the acquisition of high 
class stallions recently brought into Mary¬ 
land. The Field Secretary then proceeded 
to introduce the guests present, calling on 
some of them for brief remarks. Among 
the latter was Mr. Edward Coffey, who 
urged the breeders to adopt the lip. tattoo 
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identification method for their own addi¬ 
tional protection. The meeting concluded 
with a "Question and Answer” program, in 
which members and guests posed queries 
from the floor, which were passed on for re¬ 
ply to those in the audience best qualified 
to answer. Numerous interesting points 
were discussed during this phase of the 
evening’s activity.

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The Racing Scene: A Successful 
Spring

The month of May, insofar as Maryland 
racing was concerned, was a rather peace¬ 
ful affair in which a fine brand of competi¬ 
tion at Pimlico and Havre de Grace held 
the spotlight, rather than the internal bick¬ 
erings which have marred so many months 
in the past few seasons. 

Although the weather was hardly spring¬ 
like on many occasions, followers of the 
Thoroughbred turned out in large numbers 
at both tracks, business was off only slight¬ 
ly compared to the previous season and 
both management and horsemen were in 
accord on the fact that the conclusion of 
the spring season was highly successful. 

Following victory for Mrs. M. E. Whit¬ 
ney’s Bullet Proof in the Chesapeake 
Stakes, on the final day of the first Havre de 
Grace meeting, the scene swung to Pimlico 
where all of the traditional stakes were re¬ 
newed before sizeable crowds. 

Naturally the center of interest was the 
running of the Preakness Stakes and in that 
age-honored fixture the first honors went 
to Calumet Farm’s fine colt, Faultless. 
Faultless, it must be remembered, was sort 
of "substitute” for Fervent in the Calumet 
plans for this season and jumped into the 
foreground only when Fervent was laid up 
with a splint during the Florida campaign. 

Faultless, excellently handled by Doug 
Dodson, came from off the early pace of 
Jet Pilot and On Trust to win the Preak¬ 
ness by a clear-cut margin, going away from 
his rivals. The fact that he subsequently 
went to New York to score in the Withers, 
gave him additional prestige as the top can¬ 
didate for three-year-old honors. He was 
third in the Kentucky Derby a week prior 
to the Preakness, although racing over an 
off-track which is far from his fancy. 

While this year’s Preakness crowd and 
betting fell a bit short of the record turnout 
and business of 1946, the reduction was so

small that it was hardly noticeable to the 
thousands who attended the race, dolled up 
with its usual added attractions including 
the annual appearance of the Preakness 
band. 

The spectacle drew notables from all 
sections of the country and once again 
placed Maryland’s name high on the list of 
places where Thoroughbred competition is 
regarded as a major item in the routine of 
daily living. 

However there were other notable per¬ 
formances at Pimlico during the dozen days 
of sport. Calumet Farm, destined to provide 
the Preakness winner, started off well when 
Pep Well carried its banner to victory in 
the Baltimore Spring Handicap. 

Christiana Stable, owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry W. Lunger of Wilmington, 
Del., but long a steady patron of Maryland 
tracks, furnished the victor in the Carroll 
Handicap. This was the filly Sea Snack and 
a home-bred. 

Stanley Sagner, a Baltimorean, whose 
two-year-old colt Saggy had set a world’s 
record for four and a half furlongs at Havre 
de Grace, had the pleasure of seeing the son 
of Swing and Sway prevail easily in the Ral 
Parr Stakes and maintain his unbeaten 
record. 

It was Calumet again in the Jennings 
Handicap, with Pep Well scoring a second 
straight stakes triumph while King Ranch 
entered the picture in the Gittings Handi¬ 
cap. On that occasion, Flash Burn turned 
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back nine rivals in a hard fought contest, 
scoring by a nose over K. A. O’Connor’s 
Statesman. 

First running of the Pimlico Breeders’ 
Stakes, a four and a half furlong dash for 
fillies of two, foaled in Maryland, brought 
out a field of eleven and Mrs. E. duPont 
Weir, another Delaware patron of Mary¬ 
land sport, saw her colors run one-two in 
the stake. 

Trainer J. E. Ryan sent out Christmas- 
tide to win the Breeders event, the daughter 
of Pilate and Yuletide beating Eireann by a 
little more than a length. Mrs. Weir bred 
the winner who was raised by J. F. Flan¬ 
agan. 

This race is one of a series of four which 
will mark the Maryland stakes schedule be¬ 
ginning in 1948, although three of the four 
will be run this year. Laurel will omit the 
one race this season, in deference to the 
final running of the Maryland Futurity. 

Now that the series has actually begun, 
home breeders are expected to breed and 
train their juveniles for the series and an 
even greater response may be expected in 
the next few seasons. 

There was another hot battle in the Sur¬ 
vivor Stakes, a trio of three-year-olds com¬ 
ing down to the final line only noses apart 
and with Cedar Farm’s Mityme prevailing 


over W. M. Jeffords’ Loyal Legion, with 
Mrs. Weir’s Royal Governor third. 

Bayard Sharp’s Lieut. Well, ridden and 
trained by William Passmore, turned in a 
sparkling performance first out this year to 
win the Jervis Spencer Steeplechase Handi¬ 
cap at two miles. The race is named to 
honor the memory of the man who served 
as chairman of the Racing Commission for 
so many years in such a capable manner. 

Ella K. Bryson of Kingsville, Md., 
whose horses have been an integral part of 
Maryland’s racing picture for years, fur¬ 
nished the victor in the Pimlico Nursery 
Stakes when Equibit triumphed over four 
rivals. 

King Ranch, having taken the Survivor, 
put on its biggest show late in the meeting. 
On the next to last day, the Texas-owned 
establishment sent out Assault to score in 
the Dixie and won the Pimlico Oaks with 
the filly But Why Not. 

Assault, making his second start of the 
year, beat Rico Monte by only half a length 
but Eddie Arcaro never asked the son of 
Bold Venture for his best effort and Trainer 
Max Hirsch had his 1946 "Horse of the 
year” at his best for the Dixie. 

But Why Not, also saddled by Hirsch, 
made all her own pace to defeat nine rivals 
in the Oaks. She is a daughter of Blue

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Larkspur and Be Like Mom and was pur¬ 
chased from the estate of the late Col. E. R. 
Bradley. 

Pep Well made it three in a row when 
the son of Boswell and Some Pep moved 
on to Havre de Grace for the second open¬ 
ing and whipped a smart band of sprinters 
in the Philadelphia Handicap. 

Revenge is sweet, so they say, and in the 
Potomac Stakes Loyal Legion gained just 
that. The Jeffords gelding, a son of Hal¬ 
cyon and War Gray, just galloped to win 
by half a dozen lengths over Mityme who 
had beaten him in the Survivor. Royal 
Governor disappointed badly, finishing last 
in the Potomac field. 

Second of the series of Breeders Stakes 
was offered at Havre de Grace at four and 
a half furlongs and this time, males were 
eligible to compete. Equibit, the son of 
Equator and Long Bit carried the Bryson 
colors to another triumph but by a narrow 
margin over Christiana stable’s free¬ 
wheeling Theodore. 

The $20,000 Havre de Grace Handicap 
saw Turbine, the five-year-old son of Burn¬ 
ing Star and Lucky Jean, bred by Mrs. 
Danny Shea, first home in a drive over Mrs. 
E. H. Augustus’ Blue Yonder. Turbine 
raced for the estate of Mrs. H. Lebowitz and 
was trained for the Havre de Grace by P. 
DaLee Watts, a resident of the city for 
which the race is named. 

A small controversy over harness racing 
dates developed but since the law permit¬ 
ting such racing did not go into effect until 
June 1, the ado seemed to be over very 
little. 

Pressure was brought by Chairman P. 
Mahoney to investigate applicants for har¬ 
ness racing permits and possibly grant dates 
for meetings and Governor Preston Lane 
was invited to sit with the Commission in 
the discussion. 

The Governor declined to meet with the 
Commission at the time and also directed 
that no permits be issued until he had had 
time to go into the situation thoroughly. 
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Mahoney then issued a statement de¬ 
claring he had only sought to protect the 
State’s interests and hoped he wouldn’t be 
blamed if there was no harness racing in 
1947. 

Immediately thereafter it developed that 
the harness association was not in accord 
with previously announced plans for a re¬ 
sumption of this brand of sport. A spokes¬ 
man for that group declared that if tracks 
now conducting flat racing were granted 
permits his association would boycott 
Maryland. 

It was on applications from Bel Air and 
Marlboro, both of which conduct flat rac- 
ing, which Mahoney sought quick action 
before Governor Lane stepped into the 
picture. 

An owner-trainer and a groom were 
suspended by Havre de Grace stewards 
when the groom was found guilty of 
"chaining” a horse in his stall while the 
owner-trainer looked on without interfer¬ 
ing.

claim the yearlings as good as, or slightly 
ahead of, any similar group of horses he had 
seen this year. The bunch of youngsters 
looked trim and well-grown, and had a uni¬ 
formity of class that made Mr. Hirsch 
scratch his head for some time before 
awarding prizes.

This is a grand-looking chest¬ 
nut of substance, and it looked close be¬ 
tween him and the winner in the second 
event (colts from mares covered in other 
states), Sylvester W. Labrot’s *Bahram 
colt out of Trina by *Sickle, when both 
were led in for a champion choice. * Bah¬ 
rain certainly need not apologize for his 
son, even if he was pinned as reserve. 

Nearly thirty fillies made Class 3 an in¬ 
teresting affair and also gave the amateur 
judges of horseflesh a chance to test their 
knowledge—with satisfactory results. Miss 
Rhoda Christmas in the women’s division, 
and Breckinridge Long in the men’s divi¬ 
sion, both marked their cards within a 
whisker of Hirsch’s final decisions, and 
took a bow for it, as well as a silver trophy 
apiece. The Maryland-foaled fillies, pro¬ 
duce of mares covered in Maryland were 
the get of eighteen stallions. 

For fillies from mares covered outside 
of Maryland there was a smaller entry list, 
only five youngsters appearing in the ring. 

Mrs. Alfred Vanderbilt, after the cham¬ 
pionship judging described above, present¬ 
ed the trophy donated by the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association to Mr. Jack- 
son, owner of the Discovery colt—with Mr. 
Vanderbilt, owner of Discovery, looking 
proudly on. Spectators scampered for the 
warmth of the clubhouse, and the yearlings 
for the warmth of their stalls of vans, and 
the show was over—until the "Back Again” 
race next year. 

The Maryland Jockey Club cards a 
Back Again” race for two-year-olds which 
participated in the yearling show the previ¬ 
ous year. On the 8th the winner was A. G. 
Vanderbilt’s Aviation (*Bahram—Canfli, 
by Campfire) which won last year. Placing 
in the race was Mrs. E. du Pont Weir’s 
Christmastide while last year’s reserve

champion, Christiana Stables’ Markup was 
3rd. It will be interesting to see the 1947 
yearlings go to the post in 1948 as two-year- 
olds.

Pennsylvania Hunt Meetings 

May was a busy month in the environs of 
Philadelphia, with three of the leading hunt 
clubs holding spring race meetings which, 
for well-filled cards and well-manicured 
lay-outs, were notable indeed. Radnor, 
Rose Tree, and Whitemarsh in that order 
attracted brush, flat and timber racers on 
May tenth, seventeenth and twenty- 
fourth; and several Marylanders, returning 
the interest always displayed by Pennsyl¬ 
vanians in this state’s point-to-points, 
vanned their mounts up to participate. 

Best of the three courses was the Radnor 
one on the club property. More than eighty 
horses were present for the two flat races, 
two brush events, and two timber chases. 
Biggest thrill of the afternoon was afford¬ 
ed by Martin Vogel, Jr.’s Demas, who took 
the bit in his teeth and took a colossal lead 
for three and a half miles of the Radnor 
Cup race, only to come a cropper at the 
final fence and lie there, exhausted, while 
Frankie Powers got smart old Bungtown up 
to win. 

Bungtown was resting up, apparently, 
the following Saturday at Rose Tree, when 
an estimated crowd of 10,000 saw Ben 
Griswold on Edward M. ride a handy race 
to take the $6 00 Gloucester Plate for 
Maryland. Two events saddened spec¬ 
tators; Migah, a promising brush horse, 
dropped dead going postward, and Royal 
Tryster fell at a fence and broke his neck. 
These accidents occurred in the novice 
brush race. 

Short turns and some tricky ups and 
downs marked the Whitemarsh course, 
held this year on the estates of Effingham 
B. Morris and G. A. Fernley. In the 
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novice event, Laddie Murray up on Caro¬ 
lina, a big heady mare, was waltzed at a 
fast clip for more than half the race at 
least a furlong out in front of the pack, 
but the mare couldn’t last at that pace and 
held on for third money, while Mrs. 
Plunket Stewart’s Hobo 2nd and Mrs. 
George Strawbridge’s good France For¬ 
ever won and placed, in that order. 

The Buckley Challenge Cup, three and 
a half miles over timber, offered a sport¬ 
ing finish with Bungtown stretching his 
neck for all he was worth to pass Thomas 
Stokes’ Never Worry in the nick of time. 
Miltiades made a nice third with Demas— 
under good control this trip—close by for 
fourth. 

To sum up the Philadelphia meetings, 
spectators found them ably managed and 
enjoyable. Marylanders are expressing a 
wish that perhaps these hunts some day 
may pool their committees and resources 
and stage a joint day of racing in genuine 
"goin’ away” country.

Equine Encephalomyelitis in 1946 

By B. T. Simms, Chief of Bureau, U.S.D.A. 

Infectious equine encephalomyelitis was 
reported from 37 States during the year 
1946, but only 2,805 cases were recorded. 
This is slightly lower than the 3,212 of 
1945, and is the lowest number for any of 
the preceding 12 years covered by the Bu¬ 
reau’s nation-wide surveys on the disease. 

The general pattern of distribution of 
the disease remained about the same as in 
former years except for lower incidence. 
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The average mortality (34%), as in 1945 
(36%), was higher than in other years. 
There was a noticeable decrease in the 
number of cases reported for the South At¬ 
lantic and Pacific States for 1946 as com¬ 
pared with the 1945 cases. On the other 
hand, there was a marked increase in the 
cases reported for the West North Central 
States in 1946 over those of 1945. The 
peak months of occurrence were June, 
July, August, September, and October. 

The Bureau’s Division of Virus-Serum 
Control estimates on the basis of produc¬ 
tion and other records that about 400,000 
animals were vaccinated (two doses) in 
1946. Less than 93,000 such vaccinations 
were reported specifically to the Bureau. 
Twenty-six animals were reported to have 
contracted the disease despite vaccination. 
Nine of these 26 vaccinated animals died 
of equine encephalomyelitis. Only about 
one-eighth of the vaccinations reported 
were accomplished before the disease be¬ 
came epizootic. In addition to the reported 
number of vaccinations, there were 5,230 
horses vaccinated for UNRRA, but no rec¬ 
ords were available regarding incidence and 
mortality of equine encephalomyelitis 
among these animals. 

During 1946, 23 specimens from cases 
of suspected equine encephalomyelitis were 
examined by the Bureau. Ten of these 
specimens proved to be negative; 13 were 
positive. From the latter, representing the 
three States of Alabama, Florida, and 
Maryland, eleven strains of virus of the east¬ 
ern type were isolated. In one case each 
from Alabama and Virginia, virus was not 
recovered, but histopathological alterations 
typical of virus encephalomyelitis were 
found. 

A specimen of human brain from a case 
of suspected equine encephalomyelitis was 
received for diagnosis. Virus was not re¬ 
covered, but histological examination re¬ 
vealed pathological alterations consistent 
with those seen in known cases of eastern 
equine encephalomyelitis in man.

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A Rail Hanger's Notes 

By Anne Hagner Christmas 

With an eye on dwindling gate receipts 
and smaller entry lists, show folk in the 
Washington area have set up a cry of "too 
many horse shows.” 

The current schedule of three outings 
every weekend bears out their protest. But 
in truth, the complaints should be "too 
many bad horse shows — too few good 
ones.” 

There might be room on the circuit for 
one topnotch show each weekend in a cer¬ 
tain locality. Some horses are up to that 
amount of campaigning, and in many 
cases their owners can afford it. Others can 
exhibit at the shows nearest their home 
stables, and hence might manage bi-month¬ 
ly appearances. 

But the bad shows squeeze out the good 
ones, make entries more difficult to obtain 
for the ones that deserve patronage, and 
discourage spectators from showing up at 
all. 

Some fairly forceful voices in the vicin¬ 
ity of Washington are saying that unless 
there’s a change — and soon! — the show 
game will have to be completely over¬ 
hauled. Actually, the time for overhauling 
to begin is now. 

What can be done? 

The Association of Maryland Horse 
Shows and the Virginia Horse Shows As¬ 
sociation can set up basic requirements for 
showing. They can insist that Johnnys- 
come-lately to the sport be assisted by some¬ 
one more experienced in show-giving—not 
because newcomers should be discouraged, 
but because they simply lack the know-how 
to provide a creditable day of sport. 

The associations should ascertain that at 
lease one person in a managerial job has 
plenty of savvy about showing—from the 
viewpoint of exhibitor, veteran committee 
member or the like. No one whose career 
has been only spectating is equipped to 
handle the myriad chores connected with 
handling an entire show. 
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A chairman or manager must know Jiow 
to select his judges, arrange his program, 
time his classes, lure exhibitors, keep the 
entire day moving rapidly, acquire a ring 
crew, provide suitable fences, hire or other¬ 
wise come by capable entry clerks, choose 
his announcer — and even then, he’s only 
forming the basis for a good show. 

A man who decides to run a benefit 
horsey event, simply because he’s president 
of the local Elks Club, isn’t necessarily able 
to stage a show. He needs more than ex-

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ecutive ability; he has to be a horseman, 
too. 

One of the greatest weaknesses of the 
fly-by-night shows now dotting the calen¬ 
dar is managerial. Another is judging, and 
here is where the associations could take a 
firm stand. 

There was an accident recently in a Vir¬ 
ginia ring where an open jumping class was 
disputed. Certainly nothing could be more 
cut-and-dried to judge — but three judges 
went wrong simultaneously because they 
paid heed to a committee member who said 
(allegedly): "This horse only has to jump 
two fences clean to win the class.” 

Actually, the horse concerned had to 
jump eight fences clean to beat his only oth¬ 
er rival in the jump-off — but the judges 
told his rider to pull up after two jumps, 
and gave him the blue. 

In this particular incident, the losing ex¬ 
hibitor should have put up his $25 protest 
and let the Virginia association decide who 
was right. But instead he chose to let the 
matter ride — and thus he lost the open 
jumper championship. The moral to the 
story is that exhibitors share an equal re¬ 
sponsibility in assuring high standards for 
the show game. 

There are other safeguards against poor 
sport — and one of them, of necessity, is 
prize money. Member shows should be re¬ 
quired to give above a set minimum in 
each class, whether the value is cash or a 
trophy. This would eliminate the business 
of giving only the $5 prize money and a 35- 
cent ribbon to the winner of some class— 
which does happen, as any exhibitor can 
verify. 

One fundamental requirement, often 
lightly considered, is an adequate site for 
holding a show. There has to be room 
enough not only for a ring, but also for an 
outside course, parking facilities, warming 
up and schooling, concessions, rest rooms. 
You don’t have to cogitate long to recall 
half a dozen inadequate showrings within 
quick vanning distance of the Capital. But 
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nobody has made a move to correct the 
faults, to say nothing of set up minimum 
standards. 

The things we’ve mentioned are just a 
few of the items from which the show 
game is suffering today. You probably have 
your own list of needed reforms. But 
whatever they are, it’s time for a lot of peo¬ 
ple to speak up. 

Kail Chips— The Knights of Colum¬ 
bus, which hasn’t given a show in Wash¬ 
ington since 1942, will bounce back with 
one in its accustomed style in Chevy Chase 
on July 26. . . . Many an exhibitor will 
cheer the news that Manager Vincent Les¬ 
ter is back on the job for the Columbus out¬ 
fit. .. .

S.M.H.B.A. Spring Show

In spite of a threatening day and occa¬ 
sional showers, horse fans from the Five 
Counties turned out for the annual spring 
show of the Southern Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, at Mott Hall’s Farm 
near Davidsonville. 

Riders and their mounts, undaunted by 
the dampness and a spongey turf, partici¬ 
pated in good spirit and sufficient number 
rendering it unnecessary to scratch any of 
the twenty classes on the afternoon’s pro¬ 
gram. Only horses that are Southern Mary¬ 
land owned and stabled may be entered in 
this show and the five counties were well 
represented with entries coming from as 
far as St. Mary’s. 

Anne Arundel and Prince Georges 
Counties divided top honors with the 
former taking the jumper champion and 
reserve champion titles and the latter, the 
hunter championships. Nanette, won for 
her owner, Alfred Smith of Upper Marl¬ 
boro, the Hunter Championship, while little 
Nancy Kelly, also of Upper Marlboro, gave 
a consistently fine performance on her 
Maryland Miss to take the Reserve Hunter 
Champion title. Nancy, with her long black 
pigtails tied with the same shade of green 
ribbon which trimmed the black mane of 
her mount, is fast becoming one of the most 
prominent young horsewomen in Southern 
Maryland. 

The Jumper Championship went to 
Playboy, the handsome horse owned by 
George Dawson, while Quintillian, owned 
by Orlando Ridout, of St. Margarets, and 
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ridden by Ellen Shepherd, of Harwood, 
came in for the Reserve title. 

Highlighting the afternoon’s program, 
the Novelty class which was not announced 
until the day of the show, resulted in an ex¬ 
citing and highly entertaining event. Each 
rider had a balloon tied to his arm and was 
given a pin. At the signal, the chase was 
on and horse and rider took off at a fast gal¬ 
lop trying to pop the balloons of their op¬ 
ponents. The class saw a greater number 
of entries than any other class and it was 
every man for himself. In this case, the best 
man was George Dawson on Playboy, with 
two young riders from Prince Georges, John 
Kelly and Sally Zantzinger taking second 
and third respectively. 

The classes, ably announced by C. Car- 
roll Lee, were run off promptly with little 
or no delay and though the show did not 
begin until 1 p.m., it was well over before 
sundown, all of which added to the success 
and enjoyment of the entire afternoon.

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Pony Club Active In Harford 

Proof that the young entry of Harford 
County are among the state’s keenest horse¬ 
men was afforded on May 24th when a sub¬ 
stantial number turned out for the third 
annual show given at Olney Farm by the 
Joppa chapter of the county’s flourishing 
Pony Club. This show, managed entirely 
by the children, featured fourteen classes 
and was so successful that a repeat per¬ 
formance was scheduled for June 15, the 
proceeds to go to the Red Cross Camp and 
Hospital Council.

The committee in charge of the show 
included Anne Roberts, Heather and Sally 
Shaw, Billy and Frances Howard, Ralph 
Barnett and Lee Snowberger—the oldest 
of these barely in their teens. 

To give children of varying abilities a 
chance at the ribbons, events began with a 
lead rein class, walk class and trot class, 
then progressed to novice and open horse¬ 
manship events (for large and small 
ponies) and the usual jumping and knock- 
down-and-out. For "dessert the commit¬ 
tee served up an event over an outside 
Olmpic course, which was won by Helen 
Noyes on War Krem; a musical chairs con¬ 
test which brought out two score entries;

Way back in the fall of 1930 about 500 
spectators gathered to watch the first Five 
County Horse Show held at J. F. Marble’s 
Andover Farm in Linthicum Heights. 

Aside from ring classes at this show, 
riders competed for challenge cups in a 
flat race and a steeplechase. The Southern 
Maryland Times put up a challenge trophy 
to be won three consecutive years for the 
flat cross-country race with the Andover 
Trophy awarded for the steeplechase. That 
first year the Andover cup was won by 
Frances Townshend Ripley on her famous 
Playful Arch whom horse fans in South¬ 
ern Maryland will well remember as a 
faithful and consistent winner in the early 
days of Southern Maryland shows. 

It was chiefly under the leadership of Mr. 
Markle that a horse show was organized 
for residents of the five counties of Southern 
Maryland and assisted by such well-known 
people in horsebreeders’ circles as Messrs. 
William O. Welch, Charles D. Ridout, 
Frances Townshend Ripley, Humphrey S. 
Finney and Dr. J. H. Janney, the show 
was held two years at Andover. 

Interest in horse shows and breeding 
aroused by the Andover shows led to the 
formation of the Southern Maryland Horse- 
breeders’ Association early in 19.32. The 
purpose of the organization was to "encour¬ 
age and improve the breeding of horses in 
the Southern Maryland Counties of Anne 
Arundel, Calvert, Charles, Prince Georges 
and St. Mary’s.” Membership was open to 
all interested in horses of any breed or kind 
and dues were $1.00 a year. Officers for 
the first year of the Association were: Pres¬ 
ident, John F. Markle; Vice-president, 
James O. Welch; Secretary-treasurer, Mrs. 
Frank W. Meredith. The following year 
officers were: President, Humphrey S. 
Finney; Vice-president, J. F. Markle; Secre¬ 
tary, Mrs. Frank W. Meredith; Treasurer, 
Frances Townshend Ripley. Growth of in-

terest in the organization was shown by the 
attendance of 56 members and friends at 
the annual meeting. 

The Association’s first show was held 
May 7, 1932, at Holly Beach Farm with 
paddocks and stables loaned for the occa¬ 
sion by the owner, Sylvester Labrot. This 
event was attended by a crowd of 2,000 
and nearly sixty horses from the five coun¬ 
ties were entered. Entries were limited to 
horses owned by Southern Maryland resi¬ 
dents and on the program were races in¬ 
cluding a farm mule race. Pony classes were 
held for children, and young riders featur¬ 
ing prominently then were Johnny Melvin, 
Mary Janney and Harriet and Isabella Hart, 
daughter of Rear Admiral Thomas S. Hart, 
then commandant at the Naval Academy. 
During the lunch period, Mr. Labrot put 
up for auction several Thoroughbred mares 
to the highest bidder to stimulate interest 
in breeding Thoroughbreds. The program 
for that show was in charge of H. S. Finney 
and J. F. Markle, and Mr. S. Bonsai White 
was the judge. This show revived memories 
of the famous West River Horse Show 
which was held for twenty or more years 
before World War I. 

In the fall of that first year, a Fall Ex¬ 
hibition of Breeding Stock of the Southern 
Maryland Horsebreeders’ Association was 
held at Holly Beach Farm to encourage the 
breeding of high-grade horses in the Five 
Counties. A special challenge cup was of¬ 
fered for the best pure bred female of the 
show regardless of breed or age. This show 
was part of the Association’s program to 
create a wider market for and to improve 
the quality of horses bred in Southern 
Maryland. Maj. John F. Wall judged the 
light horses and B. E. Carmichael of the 
University of Maryland was the draft horse 
judge. The committee instrumental in ar¬ 
ranging the draft horse show included Dr. 
Janney, Stanley E. Day, County Agent; H. 

S. Finney, M. C. Fell, J. F. Markle and 
W. M. Hampson. There were fifteen classes 
judged in three groups: heavy draft, non- 

The Maryland Horse 
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Thoroughbred lightweight, and Thorough¬ 
breds. Sixty-three animals were entered 
from all sections of the state including pure¬ 
bred Clydesdales from Bel Air Farm in 
Prince Georges County. Bel Air’s two-year- 
old filly, Quiver, took the cup that year. 

According to a letter by J. F. Markle 
printed in the Southern Maryland Times, 
October 11, 1932, this was the first Breed¬ 
ers’ Show, since the Association’s first show 
held the previous spring was a light horse 
show. 

The second annual Southern Maryland 
Horse Show held under the auspices of the 
Horsebreeders’ Association took place May 
20 at Holly Beach Farm for the benefit of 
the Children’s Aid Society of Anne Arun¬ 
del County. Horses were entered from the 
Five Counties, Baltimore County as well as 
Baltimore City and Washington, D. C., 
making a total of 82 horses. A crowd of 
1,200 attended to watch the 20 classes and 
the steeplechase held later. 

By 1934, the show had grown to such 
an extent that it warranted separating the 
races from the rest of the show. According¬ 
ly, the races were held May 19 at the St. 
Margaret’s Hunt Club, with six main events 
and cash prizes awarded to encourage out¬ 
side entries. The committee included C. Car- 

The horse show was held two weeks 
later, June 2, at historic Whitehall, colonial 
home of Royal Governor Horatio Sharpe. 
Dr. J. H. Janney, committee chairman, felt 
that horsemanship should be encouraged 
and the classes in the show were designed 
to show which riders had the best control 
of their mounts. 

The Southern Maryland Horsebreeders’ 
Show held in the fall of ’35 was at Ben 
Watkins’ farm in Davidsonville. There 
was a good turnout of draft stock but a 
poor showing on the part of light horse 
breeders. In fact, there seemed to be a lag 
of interest in light horse showing about 
this time. An article in the Evening Capital 
of October 15, 1935, expressed doubt as 
to the future of the Association and went 
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on to say that "as far as the light horse 
people are concerned, it is a dead issue, as 
they, with few exceptions, have apparently 
lost all interest in the organization.” 

An article in the same paper dated Janu¬ 
ary 14, 1936, said that the membership had 
changed in the past few years and that now 
"the majority of the members are those in¬ 
terested in the draft horses rather than the 
light horse people, who are apparently well 
satisfied to let the Association go to pot...” 

Bearing out this belief, discussion at the 
annual banquet of the Association held in 
February, 1936, centered around the future 
of the organization. It was decided that ac¬ 
tivities for the coming years would be di¬ 
rected toward the breeding of stock and 
that classes at future shows would be de¬ 
voted to this end. Officers elected at this 
meeting for 1936 were: President, Frances 
Townshend Ripley; Treasurer, Benjamin 
Watkins, III; Secretary, Dr. J. H. Janney. 

About this time, Dr. Janney received 
orders to go to Roumania and was honored 
at a gathering at Holly Beach by the Horse 
Breeders who presented him with a silver 
trophy in appreciation of the untiring and 
devoted service he had rendered that organ¬ 
ization. 

Since these first years of the Association 
and the obstacles it, like any new organiza¬ 
tion, encountered, the horse shows have 
developed into a two-day event held twice 
a year, once in the spring and again in the 
fall. The first day of the show is given over 
to the judging of draft horses, teams, and 
pulling contests, of which the latter was 
largely responsible last fall for an attend¬ 
ance at the draft show exceeding that of 
the light show the following day. 

There is no longer concern over the fu¬ 
ture of the organization; the shows have 
become established events and are looked 
forward to with anticipation by breeders 
and lovers of good horses. And in this re¬ 
spect, the original purpose of the Southern 
Maryland Horsebreeders’ Association seems 
to have been fulfilled. 
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A Marylander Abroad

Eighteen-year-old Sylvia Boas, of near 
Baldwin in Baltimore County, returned 
home a few weeks ago with an interesting 
record of achievement in one of England’s 
foremost riding schools, and with some in¬ 
teresting facts about equitation as taught 
on the other side. Miss Boas, an ardent 
follower of the Wythemore Hounds for 
two seasons and occasionally of the Elk- 
ridge-Harford as well, sums up her riding 
training in England as a stiff college course 
compared with the 'grammar-school” 
training she had previously received. 

Leaving Maryland last January 3, Sylvia 
Boas sailed on the Queen Elizabeth and 
signed up a fortnight later at the Porlock 
Vale Riding School in Porlock village, 
Somerset, down on the Bristol Channel' 
Under Tony Collings, one of Britain’s lead¬ 
ing horsemen, she and a couple of dozen 
English girls and men took the three- 
months’ course in Horse Mastership. They 
topped that off with a trip to St. George’s 
Riding School, at Winkfield (near Ascot), 
where they took a three-part exam given by 
the Institute of the Horse and Pony Club. 
Those who passed—and young Miss Boas 
did, with a good average—received the cer¬ 
tificate of Instructor of the Institute, second 
only to the rating of Fellow of the Insti¬ 
tute, highest horsemanship award England 
makes. 

To list briefly the instruction the students 
received is to note for the umpteenth time 
the thorough grounding and the high 
polish which Englishmen so consistently in¬ 
still in their sportsmen. Haphazard riding 
and slapdash methods are not permitted; 
theories of equitation are analyzed, studied, 
and put firmly into practice—all with an 
eye for detail which American riding 
schools might gasp at. 

The day at Porlock Vale, relates Sylvia, 
began at seven with each student feeding, 
strapping (grooming) and mucking out 
for his assigned horse. A two-hour ride was 
followed by lectures and demonstrations in 
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such matters as how to bandage legs, pull 
manes, or trim heels. 

For the actual riding, both "made” 
horses and green youngsters were used. At 
least half an hour of ring time was devoted 
to riding without stirrups at all gaits and 
over jumps. Posting was only permitted at 
an extended trot; the school’s theory was 
to "get ’em low and tight in the saddle” 
and see that they stayed that way. 

Elementary dressage was taught — 
pivots, half-passes and other maneuvers— 
and extensive classes in breaking and train¬ 
ing young horses were on the schedule. 

On the day of the examination at Wink- 
field, Sylvia and her fellows were required 
to ride and jump green horses for an hour, 
take a written test of ten questions on stable 
management (how would you bandage for 
a strain? Where is the seat of Curb?), and 
thirdly, ride a trained horse both aside and 
astride and give a training lesson to a two- 
year-old. In the case of the trained horse, 
students were moreover required to evalu¬ 
ate his faults and show what could be done 
to correct them. Sylvia drew a ewe-necked 
animal which lagged behind the bit; her

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job was to explain what methods might 
straighten out this drawback. 

Although it concedes the forward seat is 
useful for certain purposes, says Sylvia, the 
Porlock Vale School teaches and believes 
in the "balanced seat.” She feels this is not 
radically different from what might be 
termed a good hunting seat here at home, 
and mentions these primary points: a 
straight (but not hollow or arched) back, 
a continuous mild curve from elbow to 
finger knuckles, with fingers easily hori¬ 
zontal, and a sense of shoulders leading the 
hands. 

Thigh and knee pressure are important, 
and to improve the ease and strength of this 
grip the ankles should be turned slightly in 
so that the rider’s boot-sole tips outward 
rather than in toward the horse’s legs. Pref¬ 
erably, the stirrup iron passes just under the 
foot’s broadest width — though riding 
with stirrups "home” is not frowned on for 
a long hunt or a hard gallop. Above all, the 
rider of the balanced seat sits his pelvis and 
rides with thighs and knees, rather than 
tilted forward on the fork of his body. 

The average horse used in the school 
proved to be small, handy and of the Irish 
hunter type with a few Thoroughbreds as 
well. The "made” horses, according to the 
Maryland girl, are so carefully mouthed 
and schooled that riding is one long pleas¬ 
ure; they will hack, hunt, show; their dress¬ 
age training makes them fluidly expert at 
helping the rider open gates, avoid heavy 
traffic, and get through trappy places. 

It is Sylvia Boas’ ambition to help train 
such mannerly hunters here in Maryland, 
and she is starting right off with her own 
three-year-old. Also, she is job-hunting. 
"Schooling young horses is not accepted as 
girls’ work here quite so easily as in Eng¬ 
land, where the women took it over during 
the war,” she explains, shyly, "but I got 
some wonderful experience over there and 
—well—I want to use what I learned. 
Working with horses is the finest fun in the 
world.”

Sagamore Farm 

By Pat Judge 

When the weather turns warm and Bal¬ 
timore people start driving out in the coun¬ 
try on Sunday afternoons, they usually end 
up at one of two places or maybe visit both. 
These are Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm and the Brooklandwood 
Dairy Farm. Except for ice cream, Brook¬ 
landwood holds little of interest for the 
average horse lover. 

At Sagamore, there is a three-quarter- 
mile outdoor track over which the Thor¬ 
oughbreds are given their preliminary 
training. On days when the weather is bad, 
the horses are galloped over the quarter- 
mile indoor track. Around this oval the 
horses in training are quartered. Not far 
away, in one of the two stallion barns, Dis¬ 
covery, the weight-carrying son of Display 
and Ariadne is stabled. 

At sixteen, he is still head-man at Saga¬ 
more. His fee is $1,500 and he has a full 
book. Last year his son Knockdown, out of 
Bride Elect, by High Time, accounted for 
the Santa Anita Derby. In 1940, Discovery 
had a full brother named Adventurer who 
was to have made his racing debut that 
year. Unfortunately, he broke his jaw one 
day when he ran into a fence. Lockjaw set 
in, and he could not be saved. 

New World, a son of Discovery out of 
Sunny Sal, by *Sun Briar is also standing 
at stud at Sagamore. He resembles his sire 
considerably, but he is much darker in 
color. 

Occupy, the other stallion at the farm, 
was recently purchased by a syndicate of 
Maryland breeders from Abe Hirschberg in 
California. He should prove to be a useful 
addition to the State’s breeding industry, 
having won The Futurity Stakes at Bel¬ 
mont Park and the Washington Park Fu¬ 
turity. He is a bay horse, six years old, by 
*Bull Dog out of Miss Bunting, by Bunt¬ 
ing, and is a brother to Occupation. 

There are a number of well-known 
mares at Sagamore and among them is 
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Hindu Queen, who is by *Sickle out of 
Maharanee. She was barren last year and 
this season goes to Discovery. Another is 
Galley Slave, also barren last year, by 
*Gino out of Sally s Ally. As a two-year- 
old, she set a world’s record of : 32-4/5 sec¬ 
onds for three furlongs at Santa Anita 
carrying 118 pounds. Little Sleeper, who 
is a full sister to Challedon, being by *Chal- 
lenger II out of Laura Gal, has a bay filly 
this year by New World and is booked to 
Discovery. Pomayya, by Pompey out of 
Ommayya, by Sir Gallahad III is owned by 
Brookmeade Stable and has a foal by Pi¬ 
late. Bride Elect, by High Time-High Born 
Lady is expected to foal to Discovery mo¬ 
mentarily. This foal will be a brother or 
sister to Knockdown, last year’s winner of 
the Santa Anita Derby. Bright View, by 
Brilliant-High View is considered by Ed. 
Carmichael, who is in charge of the brood¬ 
mares, to be the best-looking mare on the 
farm. She is expected to foal to Discovery 
shortly. Harry Parr’s mare, Her Grace,* by 
Bright Knight out of Markiluna, is prob¬ 
ably the best-known mare to Marylanders 
since she is the dam of the stakes winner 
Lord Calvert and was a stakes winner her¬ 
self. 

There are forty-two mares belonging to 
Mr. Vanderbilt, ten of which have foaled. 
Five of these foals have arrived at Saga¬ 
more, four are in California, and one in 
Kentucky. Eleven of the outside mares 
who are at the farm to be bred, have foals, 
making a total of sixteen foals at Sagamore 
up to April 21. 

Many of Mr. Vanderbilt’s mares will 
visit the courts of outside stallions. These 
sires include Case Ace, Sir Damion, Rose- 
mont, By Jimminy, # Alibhai, *Beau Pere, 
Our Boots, Alsab, Bull Reigh, Shut Out, 
Questionnaire, Devil Diver, Third Degree, 
Amphitheatre, and First Fiddle. 

There are twenty-one yearlings at the 
farm. None are to be sold, at least until 
they are broken and trained. 

The racing stable, which is trained by 
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Duval A. Headley, who is also the manager 
of the farm, numbers thirty-one and in¬ 
cludes such performers as Eagle Eye, News¬ 
weekly, and Detection. Beside the stall of 
each horse-in-training is a chart showing 
his condition. 

For the exercise boys and others em¬ 
ployed at the farm, there is a dormitory 
equipped with a recreation hall that in¬ 
cludes a billiard table, radios, card tables, 
and other facilities. There are fifty-nine 
people on the pay-roll at Sagamore, most 
of them working with the racing stable, the 
others being with the breeding division, 
the farm division, and in the kitchen.
